Discourage Hoarding 


The Treasury is taking 
elaborate steps to discour- 
age coin-hoarding that 
might result from the new 
law eliminating scarce sil- 
ver from dimes and quar- 
ters and sharply reducing 
it in half dollars. 

The precautions include 
omitting from the new 
coins the mint markings 
that many collectors prize; 
imprinting the same date 
on the coins, perhaps for 
some years to come; dis- 
tributing the new coins in 
bulk, and first increasing 
production of the old coins. 
(There “very definitely” 


- won’t be any disappearance 
. of the old coins “for many, 
_ many years to come,” Pres- 


ident Johnson said in sign- 
ing the measure Friday.) 

All the designs will re- 
main the same and the new 
coins will be usable in coin- 
operated machines. Pen- 
nies and nickels won’t be 
affected; there aren’t any 
present plans to mint silver 
dollars. 

The coinage change is 
the first in the U.S. in 1738 
years. 

The Treasury’s plans are 
designed to foil hoarding 
both by collectors and by 
speculators. 

To dishearten collectors, 
the strategy is to flood the 
market with the new coins, 
starting in January, and 
meanwhile expand the 
number of’ old coins  out- 
standing, thus making both 


vintages common. . 


Mining Expanded 
To accomplish this, the 
department is expanding 
its annual minting capa- 
city to 18 billion coins from 





14 billion. This will be done 
largely by reactivating the 
old San Francisco mint and 
purchasing 30 more coin 
presses. The San Francisco 
unit will press only pen- 
nies, thus freeing the 
Philadelphia and Denver 
mints to concentrate on 
dimes and quarters. 
Production of the new 
quarters 
Philadelphia next month. 
By year-end, that mint is 
slated to turn out a half 
billion new quarters and a 
similar number of old quar- 
ters, a fourfold increase in 
its current output rate. The 
old quarters will continue 
to be distributed, but the

Yugoslavia Devalues 


Yugoslavia devalued its 
currency, announced intro- 
duction of a so-called 
“hard dinar” and increased 
over-all prices in a major 
economic reform aimed at 
stabilizing its ailing econo- 
my. 
The local currency—the 
dinar —was devalued by 
66.6%. One U.S. dollar, of- 
ficially worth 750 dinars 
up to now, will from today 
be worth 1,250 dinars. 
Earlier this month Yugo- 
slavia introduced a tourist 
exchange rate of 1,000 
dinars for one dollar. Now 
there will be only one ex- 
change rate of 1,250 dinars 
for one dollar. 

The government an- 
nounced that from Jan: 1, 
1966, it will issue new

Isle Of 
Man’s First 
Gold Coinage 


The Isle of Man is to is- 
sue its own gold coinage 
on Monday, when Princess 
Margaret will preside over 
the 'Tynwald in the Island 
to commemorate the bicen- 
tenary of its purchase by 
the Brown from the 
Dukes of Atholl in 1765. 

This is the first gold 
coinage issued by the Isle 
of Man, although it had its 
own copper and _ silver 
coins until 1840. Denomin- 
ations will be £5, Sover- 
eign, and Half-Sovereign. 

Spink and Son are scle 
agents to distribute the 
new coins, which were 
minted at the Royal Mint. 

Two thousand of the 45 
gold pieces have been 
minted. There will be 3,500 
Sovereigns and 3,000 Halt- 
Sovereigns. In _ addition 
there are 1,000 proof sets 
of pure gold — 24 carat in- 
stead of the standard 22 


‘carat. 


Souvenirs 


Valuable

Souvenir coins — even 

the ones out of circulation 
— are not always likely to 
be valuable. 
_ The 1883 Liberty nickel 
is a good example, says 
Richard S. Yeoman, one of 
the nation’s top numisma- 
tic authorities. 

During the middle of 
that year, the government 
changed design of the nick- 
el from a shield type to a 


Liberty “V” type, and 
minted 5,479,519 of the 
new coins. 

However, the word 


“cents” was leftoff through 
an over-sight at the mint, 
and unscrupulous _ indivi- 
duals immediately took ad- 
vantage of the irregularity. 

The $5 gold piece of that 
year was identical in size 
to the nickel, points out 
Yeoman, who is vice pres- 
ident of the Coin Division, 
Whitman Publishing Co., 
Racine, Wisconsin. 

So a number of sharp- 
sters gilded the nickel and 
passed it off as “the new 
$5 gold piece.” And even 
though the designs of the 
two coins were completely 
different, many _ people 
were exploited by the de- 
ception. 

“The practice became so 
wide-spread that the gov- 
ernment reissued the 1883 
nickel to include the word 
‘cents’ and minted a larger 
quantity of 16,032,983,” 
Yeoman concludes.

dimes are turned out before 
next Jan. 1, then all the 
dimes will be marked 1965. 
The Treasury Secretary 
will decide when normal 
dating should resume. 

The new coins will not 
bear markings to show 
which mint produced them. 

President Johnson, at an 

interview when signing the 
new law, said “there are 
12 billion ot the present 
dimes, quarters and half 
dollars in circulation and 
that a billion more of these 
90%-silver coins will © be. 
added before production is 
halted.” The life of a coin 
is estimated at 25 years. 
To discourage speculators 
from buying up these coins 
and melting them for their 
silver content, the Treas- 
ury stands ready -to dis- 
pense silver from its stock- 
pile at $1.29 an ounce. Not 
until the _ silver _ price 
reaches $1.38 would it be 
profitable to melt the 90% 
silver coins, the Treasury’ 
says. 

A ban on private melting. 
and exporting of silver 
coins is a standby provis- 
ion of the new law; it can 
be invoked if the market. 
price of silver goes above 
$1.38. But Treasury au- 
thorities strongly doubt 
that the need will arise; 
their silver stockpile is one’ 
billion ounces, and another 
one million ounces of 
tainable annually from 
melting down old coins too 
worn or damaged to leave 
in circulation.
